Edwin Adler Selects Catch- 
er as Pivotal Posi-

Edwin Adler, of 1234 Peachtree street,

The Constitution's essay contest, pick- 
ing the catcher as the most important 
position to a baseball team. 

Mr. Adler selects this position be- 
cause, he says, it is the strategic point 
in the line-up,.and the pivotal position 
around which the plays revolve. Here 
is his essay: 

“In this day of specialisation, every 
profession, every business, has been 
mastered to a very fine degree, and 
the game of baseball has not been 
neglected. Within a single generation 
the game has progressed from a rudi- 
mentary chaos to a game played with 
almost machine-like precision, in 
which every cog of the machine unites 
to contribute his trained efforts. 

“Every high-class baseball organiza- 
tion is trained along certain lines, and 
works under certain signals, all of 
which have a great influence upon the 
result of every game. The baseball 
diamond constructed that the 
home plate contributes the _ crucial 
point of the field. It is at once evident, 
without even further reasoning, that 
the man guarding this position Is a 
most important factor in the mechan- 
ism of a haseball machine. On him will 
fall the brunt of the defense. 

“The man behind the batter occupies 
the strategic position on the ball field.

THE MISTAKE OF THE EARLY PRIMARY. 


Beginning with April, many Georgia counties are preparing, to. commit 
the serious blunder of holding their primaries for members of the legisla- 
ture and county offieers upon various dates through the spring and sym- 
mer months. , 

As a’ matter of economy and convenience, every county in Georgia 
should hold its primary at’ the same time with the state primary; but aside 
from that aspect of the case many of them are about to commit a positive 
blunder in holding primaries for members of the general assembly at a time 
when it is prohibited by law. — 

The primary for governor and statehouse officers, including members 
of the legislature, must be held, under the law of August 15, 1908, NOT 
EARLIER THAN 60 DAYS BEFORE THE DATE OF THE GENERAL 
STATE ELECTION IN OCTOBER. 

This is definitely settled: This primary must be held and within a 
specific period: no county can change that fact. 

The effort has long been made to consolidate every county primary with 
the state primary, saving the additional expense and more partioularly con- 
tributing to the public convenience, which ig manifestly disturbed by a mul- 
tiplicity of elections. 

There is no sense or reason in any county holding its primary this 
early in the year or at any other time except with the state primary. 

The one possible excuse for it is that a few county officers are anxious 
to have their affairs settled as speedily as possible. But for this alone, 
should thousands of people be put to the inconvenience and discomfort of 
going twice to the polls? 

In any event, those counties which are determined to be bull-headed 
about it and hold their primaries anyhow, had better beware about pro- 
ceeding with the nomination of members of the house and senate. 
~ In doing this they will be treading upon exceedingly dangerous ground. 

The law of August 15, 1908, specifically and in terms, includes mem- 
bers of the general assembly, and says that “SAID EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE SHALL NOT FIX THE DATE FOR THE GENERAL PRIMARY EAR- 
LIER THAN 60 DAYS BEFORt THE DATE OF THE GENERAL STATE 
ELECTION IN OCTOBER. 

The laws defining electors refer specifically to those who are qualified 
to vote for members of the general assembly; these officials cannot be 
nominated otherwise than in a general primary.

If any county persists in nominating a member of the house or senate 
in one of these early primaries, the chances are decidedly that it will in- 
validate his election, and necessarily a vacancy will have to be declared. 

Thus a county or senatorial district may be deprived of g presentation 
until legal machinery can be devised for remedying the deficiency, which 
may mean that it will have no representation for an entire session. 


The Constitution publishes this law etsewhere today that the proper 
county authorities may be advised as to its terms and take heed in time. | 

The best policy is to put off every county primary until the general | 
state primary is held in August. 

But if any county just must force its people to go twice to the polls, 
when a Single trip will answer every purpose, then let it confine the nomi- 
nations to county officers alone. 

Otherwise it may find itself unrepresented in the legisiature when that 
body meets for organization.

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THE MAIN POINT AT ISSUE! 


President J. W. Oglesby, of the South Georgia and West Coast Railway 
Company, in a card published in today’s Constitution, takes up the ques- 
tion of the price paid by the government for mail transportation from the 
standpoint of the smaller and independent lines, of which his road is an 
excellent example.

THE GOVERNMENT AND TO THE EXPRESS COMPANIES FOR AN 
IDENTICAL SERVICE, SAY, THE HAULING OF ONE TON A DISTANCE 
OF ONE MILE, OR OF TEN TONS ONE HUNDRED MILES, OR OF ONE 
CAR 500 OR 1,000 MILES. 

Or, to state it differently, let the figures show an equivalent service 
in the transportation of mail and of «xpress, whatever be the basis, ‘ollowed 


for that service. 

In its discussion of this question, The Constitution has néver had the | 
independent short line, such as the South Georgia and West Coast Railway, | 
in view. 

Manifestly, it would be unjust to hold them to the same ironclad rules 
as the large railroad systems and extensive lines which transport car after 
car Of mail and express. 

It is almost the difference between the retail and the wholesale trans-| 
action. 

But it is vitally important to. the solution of this problem of inail trans- 
portation that it be known what the express companies are paying these 
great railroad systems which handle the vast bulk both of mail and ex- 
press, aS compared with what the government is paying them for similar 
service. 

That is the point about which there has been a continued dodging. 

Efforts made in the senate of the United States to secure this informa- 
tion in order to get at a reasonable basis of cost of mail transportation 
have been met with constant and repeated objection and opposition. 

Are the railroads afraid that the figures will show they are getting too 
much from the government for the service rendered? 

We can imagine no other possible excuse for the persistent concealing 
of this information. 

Their officials talk all around the subject, but never come to the point. 

But they’ve got to get there sooner or later, and until they do they 
can expect no sympathy with or consideration of their claim that they are

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WILL BUY NO DIPLOMATIC HOMES. 


It is a little difficult to understand the reasoning upon which the lower 
house of congress defeated by so decided a majority the bill making a 
preliminary appropriation of $500,000 for the purpose of purchasing diplo- 
matic homes in foreign capitals. | 

According to Washington dispatches, the principal objection made to 
the bill was that “the policy of providing such residences would increase 
the expense of living abroad on the part of the diplomatic officers and 
make it ‘mpossible for poor men to accept such posts.” 

It has been our impression that it would be just the other way. 

If the United States should supply their ambassadors and ministers 
wito furnished residences, modest and unpretentious, yet in full keeping 
with the dignity of their positions, free of rent, it seems to us it would be 
a plain case of relieving. the diplomatic representative of a burden which 
at present prevents good men of small means from accepting these posts. 

Rent is a large item of the diplomat’s expense. At least one American 
amtassador, and perhaps there are others, expends considerably more than 
his annual salary for house rent alone. 

We had thought this one of the.most forceful arguments in favor of 
the measure; one of the most important of our dipiomatic posts was re- 
cently declined by one of the ablest Americans because he was not finan- 
cially equipped to keep the pace set by the man he would have succeeded. 

With rent free, in a diplomatic home whose’ use would be required at 
all times of tue mcumbent, a tremendous burden would’be liftéd and the 
salary left unincumbered to meet the usual expenses of the post. 

Yet, strangely enough, we find this very argumert being used to de- 
feat the bill. 

dt is a defeat that seems ¢trongly in the interest of millionaire ap- 
pointees. 

For it continues the necessity for the appointment, to some courts, at 
least, of men who can cu wide dash and are able to pay their way.

NEW PRIMARY LAW 
IN FORCE IN GEORGIA 


Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the 
game, That from and after the passage 
of this act whenever any political 
party in this state shall hold primary | 
elections for nomination of candidates 
fo office, such party or its authori- 
ties shall cause al! candidates for 
nomination for governor, state house 
officers, members of congress, United 
States senators, judges of the su- 
perior courts, justices of the su- 
preme court and court of ap- 
peals, solicitors general and mem- 
bers of the general assembly to 
be voted for on one and the same 
day throughout the state at such date 
as may be fixcd by the state execu- 
tive committée of such party, except 
where a second pnmary has been 
called by the authorities of said party 
for any particular office on some sub- 
sequent day through failure to make, 
for any cause, a valid nomination at 
the first primary, or in consequence of 
a contest; provided, That said execu- 
tive committee shall not fix the date 
for the general primary earlier thah 
60 days before the date of the gen- 
eral state election in October; pro- 
vided, further, That this section shall 
net have the effect to require a pri- 


City Physician Problem. 

Editor Constitution: Why not solve 
the ward doctor problem as do other 
large and some smaller cities? Atlanta 
can select two reliable doctors at a 
Salary of $2,500 to $3,000, each to 
select his own assistant at $720, and 
to give their whole time to the city’s 
poor sick. One should have a con- 
veniently-located office on the south 
Side and the other on the north. 

A bright interne from one of the 
hospitals would assist in this work 
with enthusiasm. The immediate re- 
sult would be to relieve the overflow 
that is now, and often unnecessarily, 
heaped upon the Grady hospital. 
Prompt and proper treatment in the 
beginning would not only: save lives, 
but more than compensate for the 
few hundred dollars of initial expense. 

This system is now in vogue in 
Cleveland, Detroit, Indianapolis and 
Baltimore, and ig being tried in some 
smaller cities than Atlanta. When 
four doctors give their whole time 
to the city’s sick wards, something is 
going to be done—more than ‘ten or 
even twenty ward doctors, who mo 
naturally regard their official co 
mission as a sinécure would do. Th: 
give their private patients the pref- 
erence, and who could blame them? 
Suppose we had ten health officers, 
one from each ward, since last fall? 
Then think how rampant smallpox 
might be now. But fortunately the 
duty of meeting and stamping out this 
one scourge devolved upon one man, 
He has met it and has done it well. 
Hlis success was no less complete than 
the two doctors’ success would be ta 
the saving of life and expensé when

Heads Racing Association. 
Printe Pless, whose English, or 
rather Irish, consort. is one of the 
reigning beauties of Europe, and who 
came to this country some years ago 
to personally represent the kaiser at 
the inauguration of the new building 
of the chamber of commerce of New 
York, has just been elected president: 
of the Berlin Racing Association, and 
also of the Union C.ub of Berlin, 
which is not only the most exclusive 
institution of the kind in Germany, 
but likewise the premier racing or- 
ganization of the empire, correspond- 
ing to the Jockey Clubs of England, 
France and Vienna. Prince Pless, 
who, contrary to general supposition. 
has not inherited his father’s duke- 
dom, which was merely an honor ad 
personum, and who spent many years 
in -England as secretary and coun- 
cillor of the German embassy to the 
court of St. James, succeeds Prince 
Christian Kraft of Hohenlohe duke 
of Ujest, who has held the presidency 
of the Union Club for the last seven- 
teen years. He was preceded by his 
cousin, the late Prince Victor of Ho- 
henlohe, duke.of Ratibor, who held 
» presidency from 1873 to 1893, that 
to say, for a score of years, while 
first president of the club was 
late Prince Hugo of Hohenlohe, 
duke of Ujest. and fatber of the out- 
going president. 


Why Hohenlohe Resigned. 


Prince Kraft Hohenlohe is resigning 
largely because he spends the greater 
portion of the year in Hungary, where 
he owns a considerable amount of 
property. Indeed, his entire stables 
and stud farm have been transferred 
from Slawentzitz, his country place in 
Prussian Silesia, to Alag. tn Hungary. 
One of the prince's brothers spent a 
number of vears in America, attached 
in a volunteer capacity to One of the 
big financial houses in Wall street, 
with the object of making himself 
acquainted with American business 
methods. Known while over here as 
Prince Hugo Hohenlohe, and exten- 
sively entertained at Newport and in 
New Yerk, he surrendered, after his 
return, his rank and prerogatives as 
@ prince of a mediatized house of the 
nobility, and descended to the ranks 
of the ordinary nobility, in order to 
marry a circus rider, granddaughter 
of old Rentz, the founder and owner 
of the one-time celebrated Rentz cir- 
cus. He received from the crown of 
Wurtemberg the title of Count Her- 
mersberg. by which both he and his 
wife are known. 

Prince Pless formerly, while a sub- 
altern of the Huzzars of the Guard, 
maintained a stable of steeple-chasers, 
with Lieutenant von Marchal! of the 
garde du corps, now General von Mare 
schall, alde-de-camp to the Kaiser, as 
partner. He has annourtfeed his inten- 
tion of again organizing a etud,this time 
for flat racing, and as he is very fond 
of horses, devoted to the turf, and one 
of the five richest nobles in Germany, 
it is probable that his colors will, 
from henceforth, be conspicuous on 
the German turf His wife is a sis- 
ter of the duchess of Westminster 
and of George Cornwallis-West, who 
is now tarpon fishing in Florida 
George Cornwallis-West is the second 
husband of the former Lady Randolph 
Churehill, and stepfather Winston 
Churchill, secretary of state for the 
home department. who is considerably 
his senior in years.

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TRANSPORTATION OFM 
AND THE SMALLER ROADS

Editor Censtitution: A few days ago 
you had quite an editorial in your 
paper regarding the resolutions intro- 
duced in congress by Senator Clay for 
investigation of the cost to the govern- 
ment of handling mail by the railroads 
in comparison with the cost of trans- 
portation to the express company and 
others. The inference was that the 
railroads were charging. exorbitant 
prices for the service, and, in conse- 
quence, that this was the cause of the 


in this territory, and the 
South Georgia and West Coast Railway 
Company in particular, they are not 
paid an exorbitant price. On the con- 
trary, they are not paid as much for 
the government service as we are paid 
by other people. 

We carry mail on one-train with a 
government messenger six days in the 
week 154 miles each way. We carry 
pouch mail on one other train 154 miles 
geven days: in the week and the rail- 
road company pays the messenger for 
handling. In addition te that the com- 
pany is required to furnish messenger 
service between the cars and offices 
at all terminals.without regard.to dis- 
tance and at intermediate points “At 
must handle all pouches to and from 
the offices not more than eighty rods 
from the track. The cempany also 
furnishes compartments in three cars,

price. Of course the large lines who 
devote entire cars to the mail service 
are paid for them, and perhaps they 
are better compensated than we little 
fellows. This I am not prepared to 
say, but I do know that the compenga- 
tion of the short lines is not as re- 
munerative as it should be or as Fre- 
munerative as other businesses. 

‘We carry but little express over our 
line and no especial car is required for 
that business, as it ts carried in the 
baggage car, and the express company 
pays half of the baggage master’s sal- 
ary and furnishes its own agent and 
gives the railroad company 40 per cent 
of the revenue earned. and as the busi- 
ness increases this division, profit will 
change according to the volume of 
business handled—even up to 60 per 
cent or more of the total revenue might 
go to the railroad instead of, 40 per 
cent as we now receive.

Mayor Maddox Firm in the 
Stand He Has 
Taken. 


Under the order issued by Mayor 
Maddox several days ago the permits

Replying to a letter from General

“I have investigated the case thor- 
oughly and have given it a fair and 
impartial consideration,” said the may- 
or, ‘and I am convinced that the prac- 
tices of the American Salvation Army 
in this city and in other cities are such 
as to justify revoking the permits 
which have been granted the army in 
Atlanta in the past.” 

Adjutant and Mrs. Morrison, who are 
in charge of the local branch of the 
army, stoutly maintain their innocence 
of any irregularities and it is probable 
they will take further steps to prevent 
the mayor’s order becoming effective. 

The revocation of the permits of the 
American Army leaves the local field 
exclusively to the English Saivation 
Army, which has been established here 
for many years. 


PUBLIC COMFORT STATION 
SUGGESTED BY COFIELD 


Councilman Craig Cofield has sug- 
gested the erection of a public com- 
fort station at the junction of At- 
lanta’s five main thoroughfares called 
Five Points. The proposition will be 
brought before the city council for 
their consideration within a_ short 
time. ; 

Among other desirable benefits the 
proposed structure would provide a 
shelter from the rain and an “isle of 
safety” for pedestrians crossing the 
street at this crowded spot. Follow- 
ing the construction of a public com- 
fort station in Seattle, from which 
Mr. Cofield took his idea, it would 
have the appearance of a slightly 
raised platform with a decoratiye rdéof 
of metal and glass. In the Seattle 
station, stairs lead from each end of 
the station to commodious toilet rooms 
—that for men at one end of the sta- 
tion, the women’s rooms at the other. 
Beiow the street level, surrounded by 
concrete walls and marble fittings, are 
rooms where the public fay find such 
conveniences as are afforded by a 
modern railway station or a hotel. 
The Sd@attle station will accommodate 
an attendance of 10,000, between early 
morning and midnight. It is under 
the direction of the superintendent of 
parks, and is conducted bya custodian 
and his wife, who receive only what 
income may be earned from tips, fees 
for shines, towels and soap, sales of 
cigars and toilet articles, etc. 

The Seattle station cost $24,600, but 
Mr. Cofield believes a similar station 
could be built in Atlanta for a cun- 
siderably smaller sum.

The Georgia senator is determined to 
zo to the very bottom of the matter 
and secure the statistics he wants in 
form available for making comparison 
between rates charged by the ratiroads 
for hauling mali! and express.

STOCKS WERE DULL > 
MOST OF THE SESSION 


Reactionary Tendency of Day 
Before Resisted, but Market 
* _ Lacked Strength. 


New York, March 4.—The stock mar- 
ket today gave evidence of benevolent 
credit, supposedly coming from the im- 
portant banking interests. which are 
entering upon a course of heavy bond 
flotations. The number of these is- 
sues during the week has been large, 
but the amounts involved are small by 
comparison with those named as in 
prospect by a number of ,the leading 
railroad systems of the country. En- 
listment of new capital on a large 
scale has been recognized as a requisite 
for the carrying on of the great 
projects of improvement and extension 
which have been announced by the 
various railroad companies. The most 
distinct flaw in all the stock market 
advances of last year was the failure 
of the bond market to share in the 
benefits. Demand for bonds was apa- 
thetic throughout, and new issues were 
distributed slowly and at smal] ad- 
vantages. No later than last week 
the winding up of a syndicate which 
had been carrying one of last year's 
issues resulted in a residue of a con- 
siderable amount of the bonds left un- 
sold and a 2-point drop in the market 
price. Much interest, therefore, at- 
taches to the outcome of the current 
Offerings. The prices at which they 
are offered itself witness difficulty in 
the way of securing new capital. The 
prices are lower, and the interest rates 
higher in preceding epochs in financ- 
ing, even without allowance for the 
discount on the offering price of the 


mortgages. 


The only announcement. on results 
made while the stock market was still 
in session was encouraging as to the 
foreign reception of the offering of 
bonds of a subsidiary of the Rock Is- 
land system. 

There was suggestiveness also in 
the sagging trend of New York city 
bonds in connection with the talk of a 
coming additional issue and the expected 
doubts of bankers whether a 4 per cent 
issue Could be floated. The latest issue 
of New York city bonds was of 4 per 
ofnt at a premium, but that bond sold 
down today at the stock exchange to 
9914. The comparatively low prices at 
Yahich the New York bonds are being 
Svld by the ratlroads ig not calculated 
to hold up this price of older issues 
and the movement of prices of bonds 
today was irregular as a consequence.

Yet prices on the old crop 
options have certainly been advanced 
$1.50 to $2 a bale during the past 
week. Undoubtedly, the personal 
equation. hag entered largely into the 
advance. The well-known New Or- 
leans men, one now famous Texan, and 
finally a Chicagoan, have combined to 
put prices up. They have succeeded. 
They stopped notices last week 
amounting to 32,000 bales and the 
rumor is that all of this cotton will 
be shipped to Liverpool to get rid of 
it and clear the way for a further 
advance in futures here. Some con- 
siderable cotton has already gone out. 
Meantime, too, there are persistent re- 
ports of a better spot demand at New 
Orleans, and in parts of the Atlantic 
states with quotations very strong or 
higher. The certificated stock here is 
steadily decreasing. The ‘“into-sight” 
figures this week are bullish. Sup- 
plies in and afloat for Europe are also 
falling off. Liverpool bulls insist that 
stocks are inadequate and that there 
is only one way for prices to go and 
that is upward. In Texas, there has 
been comparatively little rain. Liyer- 
pool has at times bought May here 
quite freely. Manchester's trade is re- 
ported better. Bulle insist that there 
is a very large short interest in that 
month and add thet there may be 
interesting developments later on. 
Also Spot cotton in most parts of the 
south, it is insisted, is quiet. Curtail- 
ment of production is persistent at 
home and abroad. Ellison, the Eng- 
lish statistician, insists’ that the 
world’s consumption of American cot- 
ton this year will be 11,500,000 bales 
against about 13,100,000 last year. Un- 
favorable reports have been received 
about the yarn and cloth markets in 
the east and south and, to some extent, 
in Europe. Critics in the rise assert 
that prices are simply being put up with 
a view of enabling large operators to 
sell out cotton which they have been 
holding for some months past. ‘The 
outside public, badly bitten during the 
winter, holds aloof. A big acreage is 
predicted and under ordinary circum- 
stances a big crop this year. The next 
crop months have therefore been hard 
to move. Nevertheless. as already in- 
timated. bullish speculation has, for 
the time being, dominated the market.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say_About Business. 


New L¥ork, March 4--R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that, with a somewhat 
severe winter drawing to a close, and 
with the subsidence of éxcitement in 
the financial markets, the industrial 
and trade situation shows improve- 
ment, and the outiook for the spring 
season is promising. It is an easy mat- 
ter, of course, to pick flaws in the 
situation, certain aspects of which are 
unfavorable. Among these may be men- 
tioned the decreasing excess of exports 
over imports, the balance of trade in 
favor of this. country during thé cur- 
rent fiscal year being the smallest since 
the recent decline. Then, the bond mar-* 
ket is unfavorable for large flotations, 
and this retards extensive works of 
construction, The Philadelphia strike is 


that city and injuring sentiment else- 
where. The heavy liabilities of default- 
ing concerns during Fébruary, due, 
however. chiefly to four very large 
failures. is not a pleasing incident. A 
slight tendency to a_ reduction in 
building. operations is to be _ noted. 
There is also considerable disposition 
to wait for congressional! legislation 
and court decisions before entering 
upon large business commitments. But, 
in spite of all these things, the fact 
remains that a big volume of business, 
at least closely approximating normal, 
is being carried on. 

Praspects of an active business in 
iron and steel multiply. It is true that 
the recent improvement in the trade 
has been largely sentimental, but it is 
believed that several important un- 
dertakings will be inaugurated with 
the advent of open weather, especially 
in structural lines. 

The market for cotton is again back 
to the level preceding the latest ad- 
vance, and trading is now engaged in 
with less regard to the cost of raw 
material. Four-vard brown sheetings 
are now quoted at six-quarter cents. 
Somewhat similar developments are 
noted in woolen and worsted mills. 
Strong and weak features alternate in 
the day-to-day trading, and there is no 
lack of confidence in the belief that 
underlying financial and trade condi- 
tions are sound.
